Title FA
Improving Basic Programs

1. Inaccepting Title I, part A funding, the LEA assures that it has adopted a plan that meets the
requirements of the No Child Left Behind Act of 2001 (NCLB), Title I, section 1112, Local
Educationd Agency Plans.

2. The LEA further assures that it will icipate, if sdected, in the State National Assessment
of Educationa Progress in 4" and 8" grade reading and mathematics carried out under
section 411(b)(2) of the National Education Statistics Act of 1994.

3. The LEA will inform digible schools and parents of Schoolwide Program authority and the
ability of such schools to consolidate funds from Federd, State, and loca sources and will
provide technical assistance and support to Schoolwide Programs.
